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The poecial Salvage van appeared in Britannia Sq., at 
19.45 on the West side of the Scuare going away from obs house. 
TwO women had been round on the Wednesday before with the pamphelts 
to tell pveoDdle about the collectione 

With the van were 6 dustmen, an ARP man wearing his ARP 
uniform and two WS women.They all anpeared in good spirits and 
the van had already a good assortiuent of articles. Several sacxs 
were in the back of the lorry, and stacked in the front was the 
scap iron. Obs could see a mangle, a tea urn,fenders, odd bycycle 
wheels, bedsteads and many bits and peices which were quite 
unrecognisable. “arge piles of salvage were brought from all the 
houses which obs could see fron her windowe The WVS women went to t 
the doors as well as the men and helpd to garry out the smaller 
articles. Among the things which came from these h_oudges were old 
window blinds, pieces of lano and garden tools. A small boy came 
out of &herB@ One house and trew something on the lorry. Two women 
Came out of a houge and asked to have back a hampe r which had 
been filled with salvage, later one of the men tossed it off thr be 
back of the lorry and the ARP man went back with itm The lorry did 


not call at obs house at alle 


A friend of mine attended the inaugural meeting of the 
Evening Standard’s anti-waste campaign along with some 400 
members of the public. The meeting was addressed by Mr. 
Alexander, financial editor of The Standard, who began by 
stating that he had a duty to the vast body of the nation, 
especially to the poor ; and to our French allies, a frugal people. 
He then passed to a panegyric on the City of London: “ Our 
forefathers built up this vast inheritance. They raised the 
standard of living all over the world ”—and asked sombrely 
where their savings would be, if the army of bureaucrats 
were allowed to continue unmolested. Returning to the 
subject of the poor, to whom he owed an especial duty, Mr. 
Alexander declared it a disgrace that we had 1,500,000 un- 
employed and boldly stated that “the Government must 
suspend all restriction on employment and business for the 
duration.” Mr. Alexander went on to attack the social 
services, and argued that they created unemployment. “ Some 
people,” he said, “‘ get a free service in one way or another from 
the cradle to the grave. ... Eliminate healthy competition 
between man and man and you have at once a big factor in 
creating unemployment.” When Mr. Alexander had thus 
done his duty “ by the vast body of the nation, especially 
the poor,” Mr. Fisher, the chairman, asserted that “ the bureau- 
crats are linked up in a vast system of unionism, and must be 
abolished (“shoot them” shouted a litthe man just behind 
my friend). The war was being run on non-British lines. 


It was intolerable that “forty million citizens with Magna © 


Charta and Habeas Corpus behind them should be groping 
their way through a black-out.” With a final cry that he was 
‘“‘ unfolding the flag of commercial and individual freedom,” 


Mr. Fisher wound up the first meeting of the Anti-Waste: 


Campaign. Believe it or not—it is true. CRITIC 
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The meeting seemed to be ahti-bureaucracy rather 
than antiewaste. “Bureaucracy" and "bureaucrat" were words which 
were continually boeing used,always in a derogatory sense,and usually 
evoxing enthusiastic applause. Another phrase which was greatly 
in evidence was "individual enterprise". The meeting might well be 
the first of a series attacking the increased collectivisation of 
trade, industry and cona rece which has been brought on dy the war, 
“Anti-ewaste" is a ponular tag to hang an unpopular programme on = 
at least,unpopular with the masses,especially the Socialists, 
thoush popular with the City of London. It is Beaverbrook cashing 
in on the faults of early, semi-organised collectivism, before it is 
too late. The usual catchwords were used; a bureaucrat must be 


"living in plenty", individual enterprise must be "liberal" and 


"British" « 
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Obs arrived at Winchester House at 43,50 and 
went dowmstairs to the Great Hall, which was roughly a square and 
would probably hold about 400 people. On the platform was a 
largey table with chairs behind. In the hall were benches arranged 
in rows,with chairs at the sides. Two gangways ran from the front 
to the back of the hall. When obs arrived,52 men and ? women were 
present. They were coming in fairly rapidly, however,and when tne 
meeting started there were probably at least 250 there.

The Chairman rose and said:-"Considering the 
blackout,I think we're lucky to get such a meeting. This is the 


first of a series being held throughout the country to combat 


waste and release the springs of individual enterprise. The Sakranx 
following have sent messages to say they will support the 
movement." (He read out a list of names,including the Liberal 
Restoration League, the National Federation of Property Owers, 

the Croyfion Vigilance Association,Lord Barnby,Mr Douglas Jerrold, 
Mr Reginald Wilson)who is General Secretary of the British Empire 


Union - slight clap). Hurst, the econist had sent a letter,in 


Anti-Waste 
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which he said “it's a wonder some lunatic hasn't offered to nut 
Out the moon.....",and gave his wholehearted support to the 
movemente 

"Mr Alexander has done excellent work in the 
Evening Standard (hear,hear,claps). We have a debt of £86x@2@x0a@xz 
£8,000, 000,900, Taxation is higher now than at the end of tne 
last war - a lot nas been spent on so-called public services. 
We shouldy rezard ourselves as poor,in the things of the world, 
though not of the spirit. Our two chief weapons are sea power 
and trades. The Navy has Kept the seas (hear, hear, claps, stamps). 
A rigid economy and unprecedented productive activity are 
tequired. Instead we have waste and one and a half million 
unemployed. There are two main ways in which this waste is 


é 


taking place. 
Firstly,money spent on excessive staffs of dureaucrats. 
Secondly,some services and activities are not required 
at all. There's an overlapping of departments. Again,although I 
have the sreatest respect for the partZ% the women are playing 
in this war,we don't want vast armies of women in uniform, drawing 
bigger pay than the men at tne Front. (Outburst of applause. 
Behind obs is little, white-haired man with stuvoly chin, who 
snouts out,"Shame . Let them stay at home .") 


Thttdly,the blackout,inflicted by Sir John Anderson 


and his Merrie Men,in the so-called Ministry of Home Security. 


Let us behave like rational men,Englishmen.

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Jur social,life has been turned upsice down. The 
bureaucrats should return to their warrens in Whitehall (clans). 
Wives shoulc be encouraged to rejoin their husbands,and g} 1 
200d meal. There are 750, O00 ARP workers,and their pay amounts 
to £17,900 a year more than for the Navy. (Cries of Shame). 
Citizens can defend their homes voluntarily. The orzanisation 
should be crastically reduced until it is a completely voluntary 
servlcee 

Finally I want to say a few words abdout Parliament 
IT still believe it to be the very bulwark of our liberties. They 
have set up an Economy Committee,and they are Looking into 
bureaucracy,for which we are indebted to then. When Mr Alexander 
stands up,you'll see he's a very small man, but he has a@ very 
stout soirit (applause). But before he speaks I should 11ke to 
read the resolution". He read it out,an appeat for the removal of 
hindrances on trade. Then Mr Alexander rose to speak. 

"We are not here because we enjoy it,or because 
we like speakinge We have come to express our feelings aboul 
waste and extravagance. We have no duty to any particular group, 
but to the vast body of the nation, especially the poor. We have 
a duty to the men fighting battles for us. We should see that our 
economy is maintained in good health. They Keep the se@s, they 
maintain the food supplies. We have a duty to our French allies, 


who are a particularly frugal people. A French admiral gets a 


salary hakf that of an elevated British bureaucrat. 
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I want you to consider the attitude of 
the Minister of supply to expenditure. Recently he announced 
ne had spent £209,000,000 in a few days,as though it Were an 
achievement. It doesn't impress us - it’s nad propaganda. 
(claps) It's no contribution to our great effort. Blackout 
and kam extravagance is the real secret weapon of the German 
Chancellor. They have done moref for him than a thousand air- 
craft would have done. The Germans know they have to fight the 
British Navy,and they will maxe an effort to smash our sea 
powere As long as we retain our economic power, they haven't the 
slightest chance. 

But we see Waste on ail sides. Letters are 
pouring in to my office - I've never seen such & large 
correspondencee That alone shows the determination of the 
people of this country. There's an intense feeling on the MAZE 
matter = woe betide them if they take no notice. They feel an 

extra few millions here or there doesn't mattpr. They spend 
$100,000,900 as though it were the price of a bar a soap. 
And it may mean nothing if through there carelessness the 
value falls enormously. 

And what of the City of London ? Over 
centuries our forefathers built up this immense inheritance, 
They raised the standard of life all over the globe. Where 
will thetr savings be if something 1s not done to eliminate 


this waste ? It is often forgotten that Britain came out of 
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the laat war poorer than she went in. The governments of tle 
aast 20 years act as though the onposite were the case. We're 
no longer a saving nation. The costs of production have Xxn=xE 
increased, there's a difficulty in making the right goods for 
exchange. At the moment Lancashire is booming, but it i8 not the 
ZSreat export trade of pre-aur days. They will never recover 
that, for their prices are 60% higher than their rivals'. It's 
Dased on war demands. But more important than cotton were the 
commercial securities of the City of London. The trading ga 
community wants the & to fall in value, but the City of London 
Knows that its power is based on the & staying where it ise 
The only solution is a big drive, cultivating the soil, the 
mercantile marine (hear, hear). 

It's a disgrace to have one and a ha:f million 
unemployed (hear,hear). Germany, though a bureaucracy,has done 
away with uneuwployment. The end of the apprentice system means 
the loss of 100,000 skilled workers = and we could do with theme — 
and the employment of each skilled worker requires § eight 
unskilled. Such a scheme would take on a million men. The time 
is coming BM when the nation will have difficulty in supporting 
its unemployed. The Government have got to suspend all restrécti 
on employment and business for the uuration. 

I will give a few examples of control and waste. 
Here I have the price list of a coal merchant in the City of 


London, with prices from 57 different authorities. Some merchants 
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are operating :n as manyas 200 different boroughs. Some merchants 
haven't room to move for all the papers that are showered on then. 
The original purpose of the coal convrol was to save 7, 000, 000 
tons of coal. It was based on a restricted output, 25% decrease. 
But the full output has been enormously in excess of this - we 
nave consumed 100% instead of 75%. The Fuel overseer nad staff 
costs from £1,000 to £3,000 in any local authority. The national 
bill is £5,000,000 a year. We can now consume up to 100% = why 

the overseers and staff ? The Government has been look nz for 
waszons to transport the coal. Thousands of waggons are lying 


fuil of coal in sidings, because they can’t be sold. There is a 


wv 


colliery in the North with 1,500 full wagons lying in its sidings. 
The best timber is required for yvontoon bridges. 
-~ 
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.e waste of this wood is colossal. Deaths from air raids were 


Oing to be 25,Vv00 a week. The Government brought in evacuation, 


~~ 


and equipped the hospitals with a lot of new machinery to deal 
ith the casualties. If there had been raids, the old equipment 


wouldhave workede Another case was wnere tne Governaent Dought 
sone of the finest horses in the country,and paid £56,900 for 
theme They were Kept in the rain all night - 15 died, several were 
ill ané@ none of them will de any use for a yeare 

The Government is making an enquiry, but tae 
social services are excluded. The Governaent lacks courage = 
extravagance and vested interests stand in the way. Some people 


zat a free service in one way or another from the cradle to tne 


SrTaVee DO the ave tne intended results ? Toney are open to 
criticism,the same as any other Government service. Some OLE 

in the Government also think chances are regu ed. Does the 
expenditure gige the results ? We're not unwiliing to out our shar: 
in the common pot,to give money for a good cause, but we're anxious 
to see the services have good results. tliminate nealtay conpetitio 
petween man and man,and you have a bis factor in creating 
unemployment. A Government Committee should Lect people iywhnere

from any service and remove or renrimand tnem (KZE2ZXBxnaRZ weaiNax 
aouzeakiyzmarztheneee2Ztz (Cries of "Remove". Little man behind 
Obs calbs out,"Shoot them :") We need a clean swee, 
including the coal control. (loud claps). 

I will conclude by saying that we desire to ESAERXEE 
contribute to the new loan, but we want +o Know tnat it 18 being 
ut to the dest use’. 

Mr Alexander was loudly applauded. The Chairnan 
rose to introduse Mr Fisher,a bulky chestertonian fisure, who 
accemtuated his remarks with a clenched fiste 

"The otoblem of the bureacrat is nota new one to 
mee I have been frigntenéd of officialdom for 19 years. This 
Meeting is the beginning of a nation wide campaign to rouse the 
public to a realisation of how best to win the war. So far it 


has been run on non-British lines. I remember seeing a film 


which said,“Keep calm,remember you are British".The war bureaucracy 


seemed to think from the very start that all wisdom and al 
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authority should be gathered tog>ther,and the people should be 
treated as children attending a kindergarten. Did you ever 
near of gach a thing ag 40,000,000 citizens,with Magna Carta 
anc Habeas Corpus behind them, groping through a blackout . 
(Laughter) The Government seems determined to spread panic. 


(Applause). The captain of a mip,the manager of a theatre on

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re,tries to calm people's nerves. Dowigs St is doing its best 
to Dut the wind up us (laughter)..The business of abolishing 
oureaucracy will be a long and difficult one (hear, hear, 

cry of “unfortunately"). The bureaucrats are linked up in a vast 
system of unionism. ‘ow can the man and woman,wno goes into an 
open market to conduct trade on a free economic basis, compete 
with these ? They gained academic disyinction in youth, but they 
know nothing of life, they simply await the happy day when they 
will receive their 2/3 pension. They are congenitally incapable 
of kKnowinz where the shoe pinches. (Laughter). As the inimitable 
A.PeHerbert, MP, said,"Tell me what the people want,and I won't 
tive it them".

referred. And now [I must pay a tribute to the Evening Stm dard. 


(Claps). I have not always been in agreement with Lord 
Beaverbrrok, but since war began his group of papers have Buakknx 
continually ventilated our grievances." 

A man in the audience rose to sugzest that a clause 
be added 60 the resolution which should be aguard azainst 
additional expenditure. The Chairman said he thought it would 
be a mistake to discuss anendments at this stage. 

Then another just to the left ofobs rose and saia:- 
"Mr Chairman, I have listened carefully to your speech and those 
of the other gentlemen,and I find that three of your points 
were definitely libellous. I have here some cuttings from the 
Evening Standard,the paper which you state is the champion of 
your causee You gave the impression that the controls that have 
been set up have been flooded with civil servants. In this 
example which I have taken from the Standard,of 24 officials 
only one is a civil servant."

A year ago South Africa decided, of her own free will, 
that this was her war. Here was noble proof of the spirit 
and meaning of the British Commonwealth. Within the 
Commonwealth, men of different culture, race and religion 
come together to build new nations, founded on freedom 
and respeet for minonties ; and nowhere has this nation- 
building been a finer achievement than in the Union 
of South Africa. 

Among the European people of the Union are. many 
who are not of British blood. Some of these can recall the 
time when they or their fathers were in arms against us. 
Yet, only twelve years later, in the war of 1914-18, a free 
and united South Afmcan nation was fighting at the side 
of Britain. Again, in September 1939, South Africa was 
faced by a similar decision and made the same free choice 

Now the war has come to Africa itself. A Soutk 
African Expeditionary Force has joined the men os 
Rhodesia and Kenya in the North. Bombers of the South 
African Air Force have repeatedly attacked Italian 
targets in Abyssinia. 

South African factories are turning out explosives, shells, 
bombs, grenades and rifle ammunition, trench mortars 
and guns ; and military vehicles of all kinds. Shells are 
being produced by thousands and lorries by hundreds a 
week. In some munitions of war — for example, T.N.T. 
and small arms ammunition—South Africa has been 
able to supply Great Britain as well as her own needs. 

In Africa and heyond, the people of the Union are 
building with their blood and toil a new barrier against 
tyranny, a new foundation for freedom — their freedom 
and ours.

On the one 
side, a vast and growing league of free peoples fighting 
shoulder to shoujder — “‘ simply because we wanted to ”’.

. We make no claim to be a “ Herrenvolk”*— a master 
race — lording it over conquered or inferior peoples. 
Millions of Asiatics and Africans are our fellow British 
subjects — and proud of it; citizens of the same 
Commonwealth ; equal with us before the law. 


Order Founded on Freedom 


The secret of a new world order; which we have found 
and tested in the British Commonwealth, is freedom — not 
just freedom for men or nations to do as they like, but 
freedom which brings duties as well as rights. We have 
the duty to respect the freedom of others, as well as the 
right to defend our own. It is the same with nations as 
with men — on the one hand freedom, on the other the 
willing co-operation of equals — the team spirit. 

This is the only kind of World Order worth having — 
the only guarantee of security and happiness when the 
war is over. The British Commonwealth of Nations 
points the way.

Attitude of Collectors 


All observers agree on the fact that the collectors and

Appeal for Public Co-operation in the Salvage of 
Waste Materials for War Purposes 


The Hampstead Borough Council earnestly appeal to all residents in the 
Borough to give their wholehearted support to the National Campaign for the 
recovery of waste materials. 

The salvage and utilisation of all waste material already in the country 1s 
a matter of National importance. Every ton saved goes to release shipping for 
the importation of essential commodities. 


‘The Council have instituted a salvage scheme, and the following materials 
are urgently required :— 
CLEAN WASTE PAPER. 

This includes cardboard boxes, cardboard wrapping, paper, news- 
papers, writing paper, magazines, books, catalogues, etc. The whole 
should be put into one or more boxes, or tied into a bundle. The 
following, however, are unsuitable and should be excluded from such 
bundles :—Greaseproof and waxed paper, silver paper, tar-backed paper 
and cellophane. 


METALS. 
Iron bedsteads, fire-irons, household utensils in iron, steel, brass, 
copper or aluminium. Tin cans need not be separated as they are auto-— 
matically sorted during disposal of the refuse. 


RAGS AND TEXTILES. 

Includes all silks, cotton, linen, woollens, all classes of garments, 

carpets, rugs, and sacking. 
BOTTLES. 

Includes all types of beer, wine, spirit, medicine, cordial, pickle, 

sauce bottles, and jam Jars. 
BONES. 

Are urgently needed for the manufacture of Glycerine, which is 
used in large quantities for explosives, glue and fertilizers. The more 
bones we salvage the less we have to import. 


The public can assist in this service by separating materials into the above 
categories, placing them either on top of or at the side of the household 
refuse bin so that they may be removed on the normal collection day. 

Particularly large accumulations of paper in private residences will be 
promptly collected on notification being addressed either by letter or telephone 


to the Borough Engineer’s Department, Town Hall, Hampstead, N.W.3. Tele- 
phone No.: PRImrose 4421. 


In assisting in the conservation of these waste materials you are 
performing a national service. 


I trust that all householders will give this matter their personal attention.
